Yellow fever in Mississippi. 


Jackson, September 10.—Dr. J. F. Hunter, secretary of the Mississippi 
State board of health, telegraphed ‘‘ one case of yellow fever in Jackson, 
Miss. Thoroughly cordoned for four blocks, with another cordon on 
the outside of this.’’ Surgeon Carter went to Jackson and organized 
an inspection service on all passenger trains out of the city, the Alabama 
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and Vicksburg Railroad, and two branches of the Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley, namely, one to Natchez and one to Yazoo City, also inspection of 
transfer freight and mails. No trains stop there. Refugees go north 
under Service guard in special coaches. 

Orwood.—There were 3 cases reported since the last issue of the 
PuBLIC HEALTH REPORTS, making in all to September 6, 41 cases, no 
deaths. 

Taylor.—From September 5 to September 9, inclusive, there were 23 
cases of yellow fever reported, with 2 deaths. Passed Assistant Sur- 
geon Cobb took charge of affairs on September 8, and on the 12th 
Acting Assistant Surgeon Lanier was sent to aid him. 

Waterford, September 9.—Onv case of yellow fever was reported 5 
miles from Waterford. Acting Assistant Surgeon Landry was placed 
in charge of the infected premises with directions to take all necessary 
precautions.

FLORIDA. 


No human remains shall be disinterred or removed from any place of 
interment in this State, or brought into or carried through this State 
for burial without the permission of the State board of health. 

All bodies prepared for transportation must be placed in an air-tight 
zine, tin, copper, or lead lined coffin, or in an air-tight casket hermeti- 
cally sealed (soldered) and all inclosed in a strong, tight wooden box. 
A certificate from the attending physivian stating the date and cause of 
death, and a certificate from the agent of the State board of health or 
other State health authority, granting permission for removal, must in 
all cases accompany the casket containing the remains. 


LOUISIANA, 


No sanitary code in regard to transportation of bodies has as yet been 
adopted. Applications for the bringing into or passing through this 
State of any bodies would have to be passed upon separately. 


MAINE, 


No body of a deceased person whose death was caused by cholera, 
yellow fever, diphtheria, scarlet fever, typhus fever, typhoid fever, 
smallpox, or other pestilential disease shall be transported from place 
to place within the State unless there shall be atiached to the outer 
case in which the body is inclosed a certificate from the board of health 
of the locality where the death occurred, stating the cause of death 
and that proper precautions against infection have been observed. 


NEBRASKA. 


No legislation providing for the shipment of dead bodies into or 
through the State exists. The State board of health has recently passed 
a resolution to adopt and be governed by the rules Gometenel by the 
Association of Western Baggage Agents. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


The rules adopted by the National Association of General Baggage 
— relative to transportation of dead bodies are in force in this 
tate. 


NORTH CAROLINA. 


The body of a person dying of smallpox, measles, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, typhus fever, yellow fever, or cholera must, before acceptance 
for transportation by any railroad corporation or other common carrier 
in this State, be enveloped so completely as not to leave any portion 
of the body whatever exposed in a sheet thoroughly saturated with a 
solution of bichloride of mercury of not less strength than one ounce 
of the mercury to one gallon of water. It shall likewise be encased in 
an air-tight metallic or metal-lined casket hermetically sealed and 
inclosed in a tight wooden box of not less than one inch in thickness. 
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A certificate from the competent health authority, stating the cause of 
death and that the body has been prepared in the manner required, 
shall be delivered in duplicate to the person who receives the body and 
one copy shall be pasted on the box. 


NORTH DAKOTA. 


Rule 1. Transportation of bodies dead of smallpox, Asiatic cholera, 
yellow fever, typhus fever, or bubonic plague is absolutely forbidden. 

Rule 2. The bodies of those dead of other dangerous communicable 
diseases may be shipped into or through this State when inclosed in an 
air-tight zinc, copper, or tin case; all inclosed in a strong outside 
wooden box. 

Rule 3. The bodies of those dead of diseases that are not communi- 
cable may be shipped into or through this State when encased in a 
sound coffin or casket and inclosed in a strong outside wooden box, 
ogg they reach their destination within thirty hours from time of 

th ; otherwise they must be prepared as indicated in Rule 2.

Regulations similar to those adopted by State ot Illinois. 


TENNESSEE. 


The transportation of bodies of persons dead of smallpox, Asiatic 
cholera, typhus fever, or yellow fever, is absolutely forbidden. 

The bodies of those who have died of diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
typhoid fever, erysipelas, measles, or other contagious diseases, must be 
wrapped in a sheet thoroughly saturated with a strong solution of not 
less than 2 per cent of the bichloride of mercury, and encased in an 
air-tight zinc, copper, or lead lined coffin, or in an air-tight iron casket, 
and all inclosed in a strong, tight wooden box. The coffin or casket 
must also be surrounded in space between coffin and outside of box by 
sawdust saturated with a solution of chloride of zinc or bichloride of 
mercury of same strength as above. 

In case of contagious, infectious, or communicable diseases, the body 
must not be accompanied by persons or articles which have been 
exposed to infection of the disease. In addition to permit of board 
of health, agents will require an affidavit from the shipping undertaker, 
stating how body has been prepared and kind of casket or coffin used, 
which must be in conformity with Rule 2, and that the health officer 
of the locality to which the body is consigned has consented to the pro- 
posed shipment, and has had timely notice of the hour of its arrival. 

The bodies of persons dead of diseases that are not contagious, com- 
municable, or infectious may be received for transportion to local points 
in same State when encased in a sound coffin or metallic case and inclosed 
in a strong wooden box, securely fastened so that it may be easily 
handled. When it is proposed to transport them for a considerable 
distance, they must be encased in an air-tight metal-lined coffin or air- 
tight iron casket. If any other kind of coffin is used, the body must be 
properly embalmed. 

Every dead body must be accompanied by a person in charge. The

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Disinterred bodies will not be accepted for transportation unless said 
removal shail be approved by the State board of health and the consent 
of the health officer of the locality to which the corpse is consigned has 
been obtained.

In 
former report, number of cases should have been 44 instead of 40, as I 
have since discovered that where 1 case of smallpox had been reported 
there were 4 others not reported. Since then we have had 2 cases 
occurring outside city limits, which we removed to pesthouse, and 6 
cases occurring within city limits, making a total of 52 cases. 
At present there are 3 in the pesthouse and 3 within city limits. Of 
these, 2 and possibly 3 will be discharged during the week.

PLAGUE. 


GERMAN EMPIRE—Kiautschou Province.—The following proclamation 
was issued by the governor on May 31: 


MEDICAL INSPECTION OF VESSELS. 


In view of the danger of the introduction of plague from Chinese 
ports, I hereby direct as follows: 

1. Every vessel arriving in the harbor of Tsintau or in Kiautschou 
Bay must undergo inspection by a marine physician, and pending his 
decision with regard to communication with the shore shall fly the 
quarantine flag. 

2. The arrival of the physician shall be awaited in the outer roads 
within the nearest possible proximity to the shore, and all communica- 
tion with the shore shall be strictly avoided, 

3. The master of the vessel shall give the physician a statement with 
regard to the port of departure of the vessel, the passengers, and the 
cargo. If there be aship’s physician on board he shall make a written 
statement as to the sanitary condition of the vessel. 

4. If the physician does not give free pratique with the land the 
quarantine flag shall be hoisted, and until further notice the landing of 
any persons, sick or well, also dead bodies, shall be strictly forbidden, 
as well as the reception on board of persons from the shore. As regards 
the unlading of the cargo, the Government shall decide in each case. 


METHOD OF INSPECTION. 


1. When a vessel approaches the harbor of Tsintau the physician on 
guard at the lazaretto shall be telephoned, and also the interpreter who 
is to accompany the physician. 

2. The physician and his interpreter shall board the vessel on which 
the inspection is to be made. 

3. If nothing suspicious be found, free communication with the shore 
shall be allowed and the Government shall be so informed. 

4. The physician in the employ of the frontier company shall per- 
form this inspection for the ports of Tsankau and Schatsekau. For 
this purpose he shall repair three (3) times a week to the said ports. 

5. Until the arrival of the said physician the commandant of the 
detachment shall see that vessels arriving from the south have no com- 
munication with the shore and shall assign them an anchoring ground. 
The ships’ physicians and the pilots shall also have oversight of this 


charge. 
STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.— Under date of July 20 the Colonial Govern- 
ment again put in force the quarantine measures inst arrivals from 


Swatau which were enacted May 24 and abrogated July 14.

Sanitary reports from Rio de Janeiro. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, August 16, 1898. 

Sir: I have the honor to transmit to you the official report for the 
week ended August 5. There were 276 deaths from all causes, an 
increase of 5, as compared with the foregoing week; 8 deaths from 
accesso pernicioso, an increase of 2; 7 deaths from yellow fever, a 
decrease of 6; 3 deaths from typhoid fever, an increase of 2; 3 deaths 
from beriberi, a decrease of 2, and 50 deaths from tuberculosis, an 
increase of 10. 

There occurred during the week ended August 12, 249 deaths from 
all causes, 3 deaths from accesso pernicioso, 7 deaths from yellow fever, 
9 deaths from different fevers, and 2 deaths from beriberi. 

Information.—The state of health in the city of Rio de Janeiro shows 
the improvement that is usual at this season. Although we have a hot 
and rainless winter the total number of deaths has decreased and 
remains less than 300 per week. During the last four weeks we regis- 
tered 241, 271, 276, and 249, total deaths from all causes, and if we 
compare these figures with those of the corresponding periods of the 
year 1896, we find in that year 313, 260, 263, and 234, and in the year 
1897, 283, 286, 252, and 270 cases. 

In regard to yellow fever, a reduction of the number of cases is plainly 
recognizable. The fatal cases have diminished from 13 to 7, so that 
during the last fortnight the daily average was only 1 case. In the 
corresponding period of 1896 there were 5, 3, 3, and 4 cases of yellow 
fever, while in 1897 there were 1, 0, 0, 0. In the year 1896 there was 
a comparatively severe epidemic (2,909 deaths), while in 1897 the fever 
could scarcely be called epidemic (159 deaths). The prevalence of the 
disease during the present year is a matter of considerable importance, 
and we observe by the declining of the yellow fever during this year an 
analogy with the course of the disease in the year 1896. In that year 
the continuance of yellow fever ceased more or less about the middle 
of September; indeed up to the end of the year, the beginning of the 
hot season, there occurred weekly 0, 1, 2, even 3 cases. A similar 
result may be prognosticated in regard to the disease during this year.

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TURKEY. 
Report on smallpox in Constantinople. 
[Report No 199.] 


CONSTANTINOPLE, August 25, 1898. 

Sir: I have the honor to report that according to the official state- 
ments there exists an epidemic of typhoid fever at Grevena in Mace- 
donia. The disease was imported from Thessalia, in Greece, where, 
during the occupation by the Turkish troops, a wide-spread epidemic 
of typhoid fever broke out among the troops. 

In the province of Lebanon there exists an epidemic of smallpox. 
The latter disease, as well as whooping cough, exists always in Con- 
stantinople. I am glad to state that the local authorities are doing 
their best to check the epidemic of smallpox, but in spite of their 
efforts the disease still rages. Stringent laws and regulations have 
been issued, but many persons, mainly foreign subjects, are unwilling 
to submit to sanitary measures. Physicians have been appointed 
to inspect the houses and vaccinate. Thousands have been vaccinated, 
but I am sorry to report that several foreign subjects have refused 
vaccination. 

From the 8th to the 21st instant 427 deaths have been registered, 
of which 2 were from measles, 1 from diphtheria, 12 from smallpox, and 
5 from typhoid fever. 

I have the honor to forward a French copy of Dr. Cozzonis’ report on 
the outbreak of bubonic plague in Djiddah. Dr. Cozzonis is the 
inspector-general of the sanitary service of Turkey.

Estimated population, 1,952. No deaths from disease and no conta- 
gious diseases. 

FRANCE—Rouen.—Month of July, 1898. Estimated population, 
112,657. Total number of deaths, 293, including enteric fever 3, and 31 
from phthisis pulmonalis. 

GREAT BRITAIN—DPngland and Wales.—The deaths registered in 33 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended August 27 
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correspond to an annual rate of 23.2 a thousand of the aggregate popu- 
lation, which is estimated at 11,218,378. The highest rate was recorded 
in Wolverhampton, viz,. 38.5, and the lowest in Huddersfield, viz, 
13.7. 

London.—One thousand eight hundred and fifty-six deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles, 20; scarlet fever, 17; 
diphtheria, 21; whooping cough, 32; enteric fever, 9, and diarrhea 
and dysentery, 463. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 21.5a thousand. In greater London 2,626 deaths were regis- 
tered, corresponding to an annual rate of 21.4 a thousand of the 
population. In the ‘‘outer ring’’ the deaths included 3 from measles, 
9 from diphtheria, and 12 from whooping cough. 

Treland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended August 27 in the 23 principal town 
districts of Ireland was 23.0 a thousand of the population. The lowest 
rate was recorded in Tralee, viz, 0.0, and the highest in Newtownwards, 
viz, 62.4 a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 150 deaths were regis- 
tered, including diphtheria, 2, and enteric fever, 3. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended August 27 correspond to an annual rate of 18.4.a thousand of the 
population, which is estimated at 1,568,536. The lowest mortality was 
recorded in Perth, viz, 11.9, and the highest in Paisley, viz, 28.9 a 
thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes 
was 556, including diphtheria, 2; measles, 8; scarlet fever, 5, and 
whooping cough, 27. 

Gutana—Demerara.—Month of July, 1898. Estimated population, 
86,250. Total number of deaths, 235. No contagious diseases. 

JAMAICA—Kingston.—Two weeks ended August 27, 1898.  Esti- 
mated population, 34,314.
